A Message From 
the Alumni Board

HomeEcomING 

The board of the Alumni Association 
has shifted into high gear with the 
planning of Homecoming ‘92. We are 
excited about the possibilities of that 
weekend. We hope you will be there to 
see old faces and to celebrate the ten 
years of existence of a remarkable 
institution. 


NEW ALUMNI COORDINATOR 

Tim Wolfert was hired as Alumni 
Affairs Coordinator this past summer. 
We welcome him to the position which 
has stood vacant since Mike Hoekstra 
resigned last spring. 

Tim's presence is essential to the 
workings of the Alumni Association. 
He serves as our liaison with the 
college and does the lion's share of the 
legwork for Alumni Affairs. Tim is 
gung ho to see alumni assume a greater 
role in the college, and we as Board 
stand behind him. 


THE BROOKVIEW QUESTION 

The most notable happening at Re- 
deemer has of course been the collapse 
of the Brookview Trust. Over the 
summer details of the collapse have 
been revealed as they became available 
both in news releases from Rev. De 
Bolster, and in articles in such publica- 
tions as Calvinist Contact. The upshot of 
these revelations is that the faculty and 
the Student Senate both sent mations of 
non-confidence in the financial admin- 
istration of the College, to the Board of 
Governors. 

The Alumni Association Board 
discussed this matter at a meeting on 
september 13th. Rick De Graaf, 
Redeemer's Community Relations 
Director, explained how the legalities of 
the trust prevented full revelation of the 
details thus leading to some of the 
discontent over what may have seemed 
to be a cover-up. We discussed the 
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situation at length and concluded that 
while we have sympathy for the 
faculty and the Student Senate posi- 
tions it would be inappropriate and 
possibly counter-productive for the 
Alumni Association to make a similar 
statement. 

We agreed that this matter has 
dragged out long enough. Recogniz- 
ing the positive steps being taken by 
the president and by the Board of 
Governors, it is not our place to be 
dragging elements of Redeemer 
College through the mud. To this end 
we drafted a formal statement to Rev. 
De Bolster which will be discussed 
with him after this issue of Iniages goes 
to print. 

The statement reads: 


The Alumni Board of Redeemer 
College, recognizing the present 
difficulties that have resulted from 
the failure of the Brookview Trust, 
supports the president's initiative 
in creating the Task Force and 
Strategic Planning Committee 
looking into the restructuring of the 
Administration of Redeemer 
College. 

As alumni, we believe we have a 
valuable contribution to make to 
both of these committees based on 
our present involvement and past 
experiences with the college. 
Therefore we respectfully request 
representation on these committees. 
We wish you God's blessing as you
